St. Petersburg Awaiting Reports From 
Theodosia. 
St. Petersburg, 
July 
7.—Up 
to 3 
o ’clock Friday morning no report was 
received front Theodosia of the arrival 
of the squadron from Sebastopol and 
it is not known whether an encounter 
with the Kniaz Potem kine has taken 
place or w h eth er the battleship has 
executed 
its th r e a t to bombard 
the 
city unless furnished with the supply 
of coal demanded. 
The latest dispatches from Theodo­ 
sia received here, timed 4:30 o ’clock 
Thursday, reported that 
the Kniaz 
Potem kine w as cruising off shore in 
sight of the town, but it is possible 
she m a y have left that vicinity before 
the arrival of the squadron. 
A press dispatch from Sebastopol 
revives a ru m o r that the Kniaz I’otem­ 
kine 
went 
seaw ard late 
T h u rsd ay 
afternoon. 
If the 
squadron arrived 
before her departure, either the su r­ 
render of the battleship or a battle is 
regarded as certain, as Admiral Chou- 
knin. it is believed, 
would n o t have 
dispatched his ships in search of the 
mutinous 
vessel 
unless 
sure 
that 
th ere would be no 
repetition of the 
Odessa fiasco. 
Rumors of th e most various nature 
are in circulation, one of which is that 
two torpedo boats attacked the Kniaz 
Potemkine and were sunk by her. The 
cruiser 
Chernomosebe, 
which 
was 
due 
at Sebastopol Monday and 
for 
which considerable anxiety was felt, 
bas arrived 
at Yalta, on the 
south 
coast of the Crimea.

to Wake Trouble. 


Things look a little better today along 
the Mississippi and it is reported that 
the water has not risen much above the 
dam within the past twenty-four hours. 
The water is still rising below the 
dam, however, and there is a raise of 
about three inches near the pump house. 
This is thought to be due to the jam be­ 
tween this city and Little Falls. 
It was reported here today that all 
the bridges on the Little Pine river, ex­ 
cept one, had gone out. 
Since tho rain started to fall last Sun­ 
day there has been a rise of about four­ 
teen inches near the pump house and 
about six inches above the dam. 
The farmers in the vicinity of Crow 
Wing and Lenox are having a pretty 
hard time of it. Leslie W, Jack, of 
Lenox, was in the city yesterday and he 
says the damage resulting from the high 
water in his vicinity will be enormous. 
There are about 2500 acres of 
land 
around where he lives that are covered 
with water several feet 
deep. The 
farmers there nro about to take some 
steps to get relief and they may call 
upon the county commissioners. 
Mr. .Jack stated yesterday that one of 
the reasons that the water is so high 
there is the fact that there is no outlet. 
At a [>oint where the railroad crosses 
Crow Wing lake the railroad company 
has graded where once there was quito 
a large bridge and tho only outlet for 
the water is a small pipe. The farmers 
in this vicinity claim that this is the 
cause of considerable of the high water 
and unless they can get the county com­ 
missioners to do something there is 
likely to be a dynamite bee and the 
whole place will be blowen up for some 
distance. 
The high water is going to play havoc 
this year with the hay crop and there 
will be a terrible shortage of this com­ 
modity. Thousands and thousands of 
acres of meadow lands are under water 
and there will be no possible chance to 
harvest the crop.

This Winter the Indians in Northern 


Minnesota will be Enriched 
Captain William O'Neil, superintend­ 
ent of Indian logging on the ceded In ­ 
dian lands, stated in a recent conversa­ 
tion that ,4as a result of the logging 
operations carried on tho past winter 
there had been deposited in the United 
States treasury to the credit of the 
Chippewa Indians of Minnesota tho 
sum of 81,052,028.89.” Continuing he 
said: 
“There i> still a vast amount of tim ­ 
ber on the ceded Indian lands, amount­ 
ing to about 81,000,000,000 feet or more. 
This timber, if sold at present prices, 
would easily net to the Indians about 
810,000,000 to 814,000,000.” 
This timber, together with the amount 
that the Indians will realize from the 
sale of their lands, will easily swell their 
credit to about 816,OOO,(XX). This is cor 
tainly a snug sum of money, and if di­ 
vided among the present members or 
Indians interested, would amount to 
about 81,000 to 81,500 for every man, 
woman and child. This sum, with a 
land allotment of 160 fertile acres, is in­ 
deed a princely heritage, and will class 
the Chippewas of Minnesota as the 
wealthiest community in the state. 
An amusing feature has developed in 
the great number of claims to land and 
agency privileges by thousands of per 
sons from all over the state who seemed 
not to know, heretofore, that Chippewa 
‘injun” blood coursed in their veins.
